Pan3:s 
attorney Eugene Chow appealed 
the decision to the Board of Immi- 
gration Appeals in Washington，

In April of this year,， the Board 
of Imnmigration Appeals Upheld the 
local:immigration judge's deporta- 
tion order and.granted Pan another 
30-day period:to voluntarily depart 
the US. Chow then filed an appeal 
with the Ninth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals (E/W 4/25/84). 

In addition to having his client 
reinstated to student status，Chow 
was also informed by Eileen Carty， 
an attorney with the Office of 
Immigration Litigation -who has 
principal responsibility for the Pan 
case，that Ronald LeFervre，the 
chief legal officer forthe INS in SF， 
told- her that he would move the 
Board of Immigration Appeals to 
Teopen the deportation proceedings 
against Pan in order to vacate and 
dismiss the deportation order，

murder trial of James -Jay” 
Pierman. Pierman is on trial for the 
racially-motivated stabbing of 
Thong Hy Huynh at Davis High 
Schoolin May, 1983. 入 convictedhe 
faces amaximum 23 years in prison. 

Last week Russell “Rusty” 
Clark, the other student involved in 
the fight with the four Vietnamese 
Students，was called as a witnessS， 
Clark testified that the knife that 
killed Huynh was his and that 
Pierman had borrowed it two weeks 
before the incident,the Sacraze1zto 
Bee reported. 

“He [Pierman] asked me 这 工 
could borrow the knife im April,” 
Said Clark. He didn't say why he 
wanted to borrow iL 工 wo days later 
Clark said he saw the knife in 
-Pierman's green Ford Pinto. He said 

Pierman liked to keep the knife next 
to the seat with the handle pointing 
UPp. 

WARNED 

Clark said he warned Pierman to 
hide the knife in a less conspicuous 
place in the car and tried repeatedly 
to push it below the seat.“But he 
[Pierman] said to leave it in an 
uprightposition sothat he could getit 
这 he needed it,”Clark testified. 

On May 4, 1983, after his third 
period class, Clark said he walkedto 
the School parking lot to get a 
textbook out of Pierman's car. He 
said he met Pierman on the way and 
the two Spotted the four Vietnamese: 
Huynh, Bon Chau, Duc Nguyen and 
Lan Long、Clark said he hurled a 

derogatory comment toward the 
Vietnamese,， 3as he admitted he had 
done frequently in the past, and one 
of the Vietnamese said something 
back to him. Clark then followed the 
students demanding to know which 
one had yelled at him. 

Clark said Pierman walked away 
from the scene for aboutfive minutes 
after the argument started.“A few 
minutes later， when someone 
Shouted put that away,”，at Pierman， 
Clark said he turned around and saw 
Pierman with the case to the knife in 
his hand.

Clark said he punched two of 
the Vietnamese students andthatone 
Swung at him with a backpack. 
Clark said he later saw Pierman and 


_Pierman'”s， 


two of the Vietnamese students 
fighting and noticed Huynh lying on 
the ground.“A teacher broke up the 
brawl,”he said. 

Clark said afterthefight allIsaid 
was “why?”” to Pierman， and 
Pierman replied,“I don't know 一 he 
[Huynh] just stepped into it.” 

Two other classmates of 
Randy Bailey and 
Dominique Walker，also testified 
last week.” Both testified that 
Pierman deliberately stabbed 
Huynh, but their stories differed. 

Bailey told the court that several 
Vietnamese students ”jumped on 
Pierman amomentbefore he stabbed 
Huynh. He also said Pierman pulled 
the weapon out of his pants” Pocket.

On the left side of this character， 
there is the sun rising behind blades 
of grass. On the right side there is 
the character "moon.” 

There is no reason for the char- 
acter "moon'" to appear in "dawn." In 
many of the old scripts， some water 
drops or a boat showed up on the 
right side. Most scholars believe that 
the original script of this character 
had water drops of mist, which was 
transformed into the characters 
"boat”and "moon"” by mistake. 

Now, one may interpret this char- 
acter by saying that "it is so early in 
the morning that the moon is stil up." 

The character "dawn" has several 
meanings. Among them are "facing or 
fronting,”"dynasty,”and the “morning 
court”in Imperial China. When learn- 
ing the different meanings of this 
character，one should be aware that 
the pronunciations may vary.

Critics Blast Congress: 
Immigration“Compromise”

SAN FRANCISCO - The US 
Senate and House joint cominittee 
on the Simpson/Mazzoli immigra- 
tion bill is turning out new Provi- 
Sions in conference Which are re- 
Pressive，asserted Bill Tamayo，at- 
torney for the Asian Law Caucus 
and a Imember of the Bay Area 
Committee Against the Simpson/ 
Mazzoli Bill. 

“The proposal that has been 
coming out (of the conference com- 
Imittee) js a very repressive one. It is 
certainly not a compromise,”Ta- 
Imayo charged last week at a press 
conference. “The bill essentially 
reflects the repressive versions of 
the Senate version of the bill.?” 

The joint committee has adopted 
civil and criminal sanctions against 
employers who hire undocumented 
Workers，despite the fact that the 
House bil passed in June rejected 
criminal penalties. 


INDEPENDENT 

The new committee voted against 
establishing a US Immigration 
board“independent”of the Attor- 
ney General，while the House ver- 
Sion Would have given judges more 
independence in immigration cases. 

Finally, the committee adopted a 
two-tier legalization program Under 
which imimigrants who entered the 
Us before January 1，1977，would 
qualify for permanent resident sta- 


ftus and those who entered before 


January 1，1981， would be eligible 
for temporary resident status. The 
House had passed a veision setting - 
a cut-off date of January 1，1982 
for temporary resident status. 

“We thinak these major conces- 
Sions are due in part to the pressture 
put on the conference committee by 
the White House，which indicated 
that it would not sign the House 
version of the Simpson/Mazzoli 
bill ..…….We think the Committee is 
basically buckling. under the pres- 
Sure by the White House,”Tamayo 
Said. 

AMENDMENTS 

Remaining on the conference 
committee agenda are three more 
amendments. The Frank amend- 
Iment，sSponsored by Representative 
Barney Frank of Massachusetts， 
Would provide for administrative 
and judicial remedies for employ-

“The central issue is whetheft Per-

The Panetta amendment，intro- 
duced by Leon Panetta of Cal- 
ifornia and also known as the 
“bracero pIogram”would increase 
the number of temporary farm 
Workers fom Mexico and Jamaica. 
The third amendment，sSponsored 
by Representative Don Edwards of 
California，PpProposes that the fed- 
eral government reimburse local 
governments for Public benefits 
thatare offered to legalization pro- 
gram applicants. 

PANETTA 

Marcia Gallo， attorney and 
SpOoKkesperson for the American 
Civil Liberties Union，indicated 
that her organization is especially 
concerned about the Panetta amend- 
ment. The amendment Would estab- 
lish a temporary foreign workers 
program with less regulations and 
for a longer duration than that 
mandated by the current ljaw, Gallo 
asSerted . 

Gallo claimed that the amend- 
ment would permit as many as 
500,000 foreign workers, Subject to 
the whims and threats of deporta- 
tion from their employers, to _enter 
the US to harvest the so-called per-

“We'Te committed to work to 
defeat SimpsonZMazzoli,” stated 
Gallo，The ACLU'S Washington 
D.C. office is providing around- 
the-clock monitoring of the 
committee hearings.

Francisco，asserted,“The vote on 
the Simpson-Mazzoli bill will basic- 
ally tell us where the Democratic 
party is going. Walter Mondale has 
come out against the Simpson/ 
Mazzoli bill, and we ask him today 
to reaffirm that SuUpPort.2” 

The outcome of the Simpsony 
Mazzoli bill is uncertain.“It is still 
too early to predict. The situation 
in Washington is so fluid,”remark- 
ed Wong of MALDEFE.

Cross. That was in 1961.

The Kapiolani Children:s 
Medical Center, at the University of 
Hawaii，as well as a few other 
Universities in the United States and 
Japan, have been studying the Syn- 
dromie for Several yearS. 


“One of the major problems of ， 


this disease is the development of 
coronary aneurysms,” mentioned 
Sam.'(A coronary aneurysm is-the 
clotting, then ballooning and even- 
tual weakening of the arteries. They 
are the leading cause of heart 
attacks.) 

Sam，who is an epidemiologist 
and the project coordinator at the 
University of Hawaii's School of 
Medicine:s Pediatric Debartment， 
listed Some of the symptoms of the 
Syndrome， 

“The child starts out with a fever， 
usually of longer than five days” 
duration that could last up to two 
Weeks. The fever is Unresponsive to 
antiblotics，although high doses of 
aspirin can curtail the fever for one 
to two days,”she said. 

IRRITABLE 

EEC 让 QTSSSETedEEEWESSS 
generalized body rashes,， Strawberry 
(bumpy) tongue，red，cracked and 
bleeding lips. They are very 1irritable 
becatse of the pain,” continued 
Sam. “During the convalescent 
phase，the children start peeling 


under their finger and toe tips, and 


their Skin can justlift off.” 


According to the University of 
Hawaii epidemiologist, these Symp- 
toms usually appear during the first 
Week.of the onset of the fever, Dur- 
ing the later stages of the syndrome， 
the child's hand and feet swell up 
and turn red. After these symptoms 
oOccur， there ls nothing we can do， 
She Sadly_ added. “We don't even 
know if it is a communicable 
disease.?” : 

East est asked if there is any 
Way to even detect whether a par- 
ticular child has a chance of getting 
the Syndrome. “No, all we know is

Sure why people of Japanese 
ancestry seem to have a greater 
chance of coming down with the 
Syndrome. A 1982 University of 
Hawaii study on Kawasaki Syn- 
drome concludedz that there were 
“no Specific Japanese dietary 
asSociations” or lifestyle Practices 
which could be linked to the Syn- 
drome. 

“In Hawaii，most of -our 
Japanese American kids are third 
and fourth generation， SO they 
don't have a _ traditional Japanese 
lifestyle,” Sam remarked. 

NO RECORDS 

She also noted that there are 
DO records of people of Japanese 
ancestry having the Symptoms of 
this Syndrome back in the 1920s， 
30s, 40s or $0s.“TI think there=was 
one documented case looking back 
retrospectively in the 1800s .2 

“There have been， however， 
children who have died from' cor- 
onary aneurysms in the past and the 
pathogenesis (cause of the 
Sickness)， medical researchers 
Suspect，could have been Kawasaki 
Syndrome,” said Sam， 

“Rarely does a sibling of a 
KawasakiSyndrome patient get the 
disease,” the project coordinator 
noted, “which makes it tough to 
make a genetic connection .2 

Sam emphasized that “the 
disease is Self-limiting. Once it?s 
there, it will go away and that will 
be the end of the disease. the-prob- 
lem，however, is that 20%o of those 
who develop the Symptoms also 
develop the aneurysm .2” 

Abonut 300 cases of this Syndrome 
were reported in Hawaii in the past 
ten yearSs，and there have been 
sSporadic outbreaks of this Syn- 
drome on the mainland, noted Sam. 

She also stressed that while 800% 
of the children recover from this 
Syndrome and don't develop a cor- 
onary aneurysm or Suffer any 
future effects“there is a 1 to 2 
mortality rate from this Syndrome.? 


Although researchers in two 
countries are presently studying this 
Syndrome, the University of Hawaii 
epidemiologist remarked that it is 
“hard to say when we will ever find 
the cure for this disease.”Sam said， 
“We have to.first find what triggers 
this, then we can find the cure.2

BEIJING 一 China's population 
has more than doubled in the last 30

and the people's livelihood. 

As an inexorable consequence of

Then he let the villagers decide 
forthemselves whetherlarge families 
would benefit them，and whether 
family planning was necesSary.

Land, income and 
grain rations per -capita would 
consequently be reduced to half the 
present amount.
